SAN FRANCISCO 一 The Chi- 
natown Library garden project 
begun in 1976 by a group of com- 
munity childcare workers neared 
completion last Saturday as volun- 
teers planted fowers and 
shrubbery，the final step，The 
hardness of the ground precluded 
finishing all planting，so volun- 
teers are still needed to help finish 
the long-awaited project.

were children. One group of 
friends and brothers aged seven to 
]1 who lived nearby the Powell 
Street library，had also come to 
the earlier two work sessions to 
help. 
POTENTIALE 

“Were all good friends. I heard 
about this through my friend,” 
explained Ben Au，While lacking 
expezience in the garden-plant- 
ing，the boys showedq an abund- 
ance of enthusiasm as they ener- 
getically dug holes in the hard- 
packed soil behind the library， 

“Many people may be surprised 
to know the-garden is here，It's 
really sort of a “secret garden，” 
noted children's librarian and 
“project sponsor” Anna Holmboe， 


The garden area is not visible nor 
directly accessible from the street ; 
entrance is through the parking 
area of the adjacent Korean 
Methodist Church , 

“Were exploring dijfferent ways 
to use the Space. We envision it as 
being used similarly to the com- 
munity ITooms below the library. 
Were also exploring _ways for 
senior citizens and any other 
groups as well to use iti for 
gatherings，or even for tai' chi 
classes. It really has a lot of potez- 
tiall” Holmboe said，

making Process in his cabinet， 

Riles made the announcement 
at a _ meeting on March 16 in San 
Francisco where he met with 
representatives ， from ， Asian 
American community groups and 
Drofessional organizations 
throughout California. In the past 
few weeks，Riles has met with 
Asian groups to _ discuss issues 
related to attirmative action，bi- 
lingual education and depictions 
of Asians iD school textbooks， 
Among these grOoups were the 
Federation of Asian American 
Democratic Clubs of SFE，Asian 
Americans for Community In- 
volvement in Santa Clara and 
California_ Asian Americans for 
Bilingual Education. 

In making the announcement， 
Riles acknowledged the growing 
Asian American population iT 
California and the need for his 
office to become more sensitive to 
the educational needs of the 
various Asian comImunities， 

“It is of utmost importance that 
the educational needs of Asian 
Americans, Asian immigrants and 


tbhe refugees are ”not over- 
looked,”Riles aid.“I can think of 
no_ better way of accomplishing 
this objective than to immediately 
look for a_ qualified Asian Ameri- 
caneducator to join my cabinet.” 
He conceded that the state-wide 
hiring “ freeze imposed recen- 
ty by Governor Jerry Brown， 厂 . 
effectively “prevents him from 
appointing anyone now，but he 
promised to appoint an Asian 
American to his cabinet at the first

1,500 _ senior _ citizens gathered 
under sunny skies Monday after- 
noon in Portsmouth Square to 
participate in Self Help for the 
Eldqerlys Senior Nutrition Day. 
Designed to increase awareness of 
nutritional needs and how to 
prepare ， balanced meals， the 
outdoor Program also included a 
lunch， exercises， and a _ crime 
prevention display， 

HOT PLATES 

“The biggest Problem is that 
most Chinatown elderly live by 
themselves，They re away from 
their families，and live in small 
Single 。 Irooms where kitchen 
facilities are not convenient. Many 
just use one pot and one burner to 
cook something very simple like 
canned soup or noodles. Its hard 
to keep a balanced diet that way,” 
nutritionist Helen Yuen told 天 ast/ 
West. 
- "Our purpose is to give them 
one balanced meal daily and to 
provide other supportive ser- 


vices,，she added, noting that the 
meals program，funded through 
the Commission on Aging，only 
costs each elderly citizen 80c， 
Despite limited time and space， 


eldqerly can prepare nutritious 


meals on hot plates and in single- 


pots，Yuen stressed， and later 
demonstrated to the audience just 
how this can be done. 

Rather than just boiling rice 
and frying eggs; Yuen Sugges- 
ted to the audience that they try a 
more creative 。， approach， Al- 
though eggs are nutritious and 
inexpensive, too many eggs are not 
good for high blood pressure，In 
addition，the salt and MSG that 
Some people may add may anta- 
-gonize high blood pressure，and 
pepper may irritate the stomach. 

CLAY POT 

Instead，Yuen suggested that 
they try to pick one component 
from each ;of five basic food 
groups (meat and meat alternates， 
fruits and vegetables.milk and 
milk products, breads and cereals， 
and miscellaneous food additives 
such as Sweeteners and oils ). 

One such recipe included broc- 
coli (an excellent source of vita- 
mins A and C)，fish，ginger and 
dried orange peel. Yuen pointed 
out that by cooking the ginger and 
broccoli on top of the rice,，all 
vitamins in the juices would be 
retained. The fish should be added 
last since it takes considerably less 


Consider Nutrition Needs 


We are glad to see there are many nutrition fairs 
and exhibits in the commtunity this month，These 
presentations are especially helpful to the elderly. 

In our community, there are many elderly persons 
who live in rooming houses. When they are no longer 
living with their children and grandchildren, there is 
atendency for them to neglect their diet and to skip 
meals. This is often the case when they are depressed 


and not feeling well， 
In addition， Imany 


elderly ” persons ip the 


community are not familiar with the dairy products 
available in abundance in the United States，ITheir 
nutritional value needs to be popularized. On the 
other hand，although many of the salted and 
preserved meat andq vegetables are delicious，they 
cannot compete in _ nutritional value with fresh 


produce. 


We are not urging the elderly to give up their 
traditional diet， Rather，we urge them to studqy the 
nutritional values of some American dishes，try them 
and take the best of two worlds considering nutrition

Another presentation focused on 
the _ problem of high-blood Pres- 
sure， which， while Dot neces- 
sarily a life-threatening Problem 
in -itself，can become dangerous 
when compounded by poor diet 
habits. 也 xcess ”weight， Over- 
consumption of salt and fats，and 
tension can all worsen the condi- 
tion， which does not present 
obvious symptoms， Since ，the 
symptoms are not apparent，3a 
doctor should be seen regularly to 
monitor the_ condition，and fatty 
foods and salt should be eschewed 
in favor of more fruits and vege- 
tables， 


The meal served to the Parti- 
cipants included…chicken; vege- 
tables， rice; milk， chrysanthe- 
mum tea，mjlk，cookies and an 
orange， The food，had ，been 
donated by Chesters and 
Heritage, and many of the workers 
volunteered their time, 

Food ， displays showed the 
various ethnic meals 一 Chinese， 
Korean, Filipino and American 一 
served by Self-Help at their meal 
sites，An estimated 1,500 meals 
were served at the meeting，with 
some one-third representing new 
Self-Help clients， according to 
director Anni Chung. 


HAPPIER 
“Poor nutrition costs them a lot 
of health “ problems,” Chung 
noted，explaining that diabetes， 
high-blood pressure，and lack of 

protein are often aggravated 开 
elderly by poor diet， Self-Help 
provides daily balanced meals in 
their meals program,， which suf- 
fered a 9% budget reduction last 
year.， In the new fiscal year 
beginning in July, it is stil unclear 
what the funding situation w 计 
be, Chung said.

Foreign Ministry last week sent a 
note to all diplomatic missions in 
Beijing redquesting that they tell 
their governments not to enter 
into any semi-official ties with 
Taipei under the guise of non- 
diplomatic exchanges， 

AMBIGUOUS 

Accusing Taipei .of using 
“every possible means,” the note- 
charged Taipei of trying to entice 
nations with existing diplomatic 
relations with Beijing to set UP 
“contacts Which are actually offi- 
cial in nature，but conducted in 
the name of econormic，cultural 
and techmnological exchanges， the 
New Yo TrieyTeported. Beijing 
is firmly opposed to any activity 
which may lead to the creation of 
“two Chinas”or “one China,， one 
Taiwan,”the note said .

While the commission Teported 时 
that it found no overt Tacism in 让 
Gardena, it acknowledged that its 
six-week _ investigation also had 生 
uncovered no explanation for the 
blazes，Investigator Burton Olive 
cealled the case“one of :the most 是 
frustrating “ever encountered be- 
cause there's no enemy out there,， 
adding-that he is“as mystified as ， 
anybody”about who set the fires ， 
and why， 

None of the other churches in

viewed believe “they .were the ，

1871 Civil 
Rights Act Up 
For Review 


WASHINGTON 一 One of the 
most potent weapons in the 
federal civil rights arsenal，the 


Civil Rights Act of 1871，is now 
facing critical tests before the 


Supreme Court and in Congress， 
The act enables private suits to be 
旨 edq against local officials，local 
governments，and school boards

teeted by the Constitution or 
Earl law， 

More than 30,000 suits were 
纪 eq under the act last year，, 
comprising 17% of the district 
court s _ civil caseload，the Net 
York Times reported. The plain- 
tiffs sought injunctions or damages 
for a variety of state and local 
Violations， ranging from free 
Speech infringements to a state's 


refusal to implement federal wel- 
fare regulations.

unreasonable burdens on Plain- 
tiffs，because the _ thousands of 
agencies that can now be sued 
under the act each have their own 
grievance Procedures，many of 
which lack deadlines and are non- 
binding， In many cases， the 
statute of limitations for federal 
Suits will expire before internal 
appeals are completed，according 
to ACLU lawyers， 

In an appearance beforeCon- 
gress earjlier this month to present 
the Supreme Court's budget re- 
quest， Justices Sandra Day 
OConnor and Lewis FE，Powell 
hinted that the court had decided 
that the 1871 act does not require 
plaintiffs to pursue other means of 
resolution before filing suit. When 
asked how Congress could help 
the court limit its growing case- 
load， O"Connor replied that 
amending the 1871 act to include 
an exhaustion clause “would be 
helpful.”Powell also noted that 
the lack of an exhaustion require- 
ment was a “serious defect”in the 
]aw.

recently，schools specializing in 
sports have increased in cities， 

Known as sports institutes，the 
schools teach regular .curriculum 
and offer specialized .training in 
various physical disciplines as 
well，Sessions in _ each student's 
Sports speciajlity are generally 
Scheduled three to four times a 
week，with some two or three 
hours being spent in each session ， 
In addition to these clases，most 
student spend their free time and 
weekend practicing in the sports 
facilities，according to the leaderf 
of the gymnasts group，Chinese 
Society of Cymnasts member Ma 
Xiaoyuan. JIntensive sessions are 


alsoheld during vacation time， 

Male gymnasts usually start 
training: between eight and ten 
years of age (Yang started when he 
was ten); female gymnasts usually 
begin around 11 to 12，although 
some may start earlier， 

Training involves stretching as 
well as strenuous workouts on the 
various _gymnastic equipment:， 
Diet is important,， and attention is 
given to nutrition，According to 
the women's team coach Yu 
Changshui，women gymnasts are 
often ， warned to watch their 
intake of fatty and high-calorie 
foods, Lean beef, and no sugar or 
butter，is generally stressed，Yu 
Said， 了 xcess weight or fat can 
severely limit the flexibility and

The program is part of a cancer 
awareness Campaign started this 
year aimed at informing the 
public about the importance of 
early detection and treatment of 
cancer， explained Elsa Young， 
Society health educator for SFs 
Asian population. The focus of 
this years program will be cancer 
of the colon and rectum， or 
“colorectal ”cancer， 

EFFECTIVEE 

Colorectal cancer is the second 
most prevalent form of cancer 
among Chinese Americans， 
according to the Society health 
statistics. More than 90% of colo- 
rectal patients are past 40 years of 
age with the disease affecting both 
male and female in equal propor- 
tions. 

The signs and symptoms of 
colorectal cancer are: Tectal 
bleeding，appearing in or on the 
stool， constipation or diarrhea，or 
both alternately;， and an increase 
in intestinal gas，caltsing Various 
degrees of abdominal discomfort. 
There are many forms of detecting 
colorectal cancer，such as use of 
fiberoptics， x-rays， and digital 
rectal examination by a doctor. 

The screening Programs SPOoD- 
sored by the Society will provide 
Simple take-home Screening kits 
which uses guaiac treated slides to 
test stools for blood，Young ex- 
plained，The slides will then be 
analyzed by a ljaboratory， 

Currently, the use of surgery in 
removing part of the bowel is the 
most _ effective form of treating 
colorectal cancer; however， 
radiation therapy, and use of anti- 
cancer drugs .ip chemotherapy 
have also been efftective，Young 
Said 


LISTEN 

Early detection and proper 
treatment are still the best defense 
against any form of cancer， Young 
stressed， Over 75% of color-

The 10-year-old all-volunteer 
Committee，which meets once a 
month， is composed of three sub- 
committees: a literature ”com- 
mittee Which translates Society 
pamphlets; a speakers bureau 
which provides ”speakers for 
schools，churches，senior centers， 
childcare ， centers， and com-' 
miunity centers; and a seIvice 
committee which provides support 
goups for cancer victims andtheir 
family, Young explained . 

“People in the community have

from it,”she said. Young，who is 
the sole Society representative for 
the SF Asian population, said that 
most people pay attention to her 
Piesentations，but many are stil 
reluctant to talk about cancer:

Written and directed by Nor- 
man Jayo,，@Outiet Thunader is based 
on Filipino literary giant Carlos 
Buloson's America 有 7 The 
eart， publishedq in TI946.， The 
novel portrays the painful and 
bitter experience， during the 
1930s，of the Filipino immigrant 
farm workers who labored in the 
fields and orchards on the West 
Coast，while white men hunted 
them down at night， 

The radio drama will be broad- 
cast April 1 and 2 on KKPFA 94.1 
FM from7:30to 11 pm and marks 
the first full dramatic treatment of 
the Filipino immigrant experience 
on amnational level. The program 
will also be broadcast over the 
National Public Radio satejllite 
and the National Federation of 
Community Broadcasters network 
to approximately 1200 stations， 

Jay was inspired to write Ouiet 
Thnaunder after reading Buloson's 
powerful novel in 1973. 

“There is a definite need to 
continually tell the .story of my 
people and interpret what has 
happened in the past, ”said Jayo， 
whose father was part of the first 
wave of Filipinos who came to 
California in 1924. 

UNION 

Buloson was also part of the first 
wave of Filipino immigrants，but 
at age 21 had a bout with tuber- 
culosis thbat left him weak and 
physically incapable of working in 
the fields. So instead，he traveled 
extensively throughout the state 
visiting farms and talking to work- 
ers,， Through his writings， he 
helped create a stirring for

The novel and progressive

Ayearandahalf in the making， 
O@Ouiet Tumnder in reality is an 
outline of Buloson's life in three 
stages: as Pasqual， the elder 
Filipino who struggled to establish 
a farm wWorkers” newsDaper as a 
Printed voice of the FEilipino farm 
WwWorker;， as Carlos the writer in 
1935; and as Miguel, Buloson as a 
talented youth yet to discover 
confidence in his writing，

TOKYO 一 One month after 
the tragic crash of a Japan Air 
Lines DC-8 when 24 people were 
killed and for which all evidence 
points to pilot error，not one 
lawsuit from relatives of the 
victims has been filed against the 
airline.

Two days after the tragedy, the 
president of Japan Lines，Yasu- 
moto Takagi travelled around to 
visit the families of most -of the 
victims, apologizing profusely and 
paying homage on his knees before 
the Buddhist funeral altars set Up 
in the homes of the bereaved. 

The absence of lawsuits point to 
areluctance among many Japan- 
ese to go into court，in stark 
contrast to the US (to date，12 
lawsuits have been filedq in the 
Jan.， 13 crash in Washington 
where 78 people were killed). 

“This is a nonadversarial，non- 
litigious society, ”Tadashi Yama- 
moto, director of the Japan Center 
forInternationalExchangetoldthe 
Ne York Ti7mes. “And Ithink 
that is reflected in how misfortune 
like this airplane crash is 
bandled.” 

Liability settlements in Japan 
are usually decided in out-of- 
court negotiations，Eor the Sep- 
temper 1977 Japan Air Lines crash

“Mamny people are worried. They 
feel isecure 一 that maybe tomor-

”Yee noted that many restaurant 
OWmers have told him of a 
30-40% drop in overall patron- 
age,， This snowballs， and he 
Pointed out，eventually touches 
everybody regardlesgof the type of 
business or job onehas.  - 

“This new committee can help 
to attract new companies to SF, to 
develop plans，and to _ expand 
existing businesses in the city 
which will create more jobs for the 
unemployed,， he said. 

Yee is one of 12 business and 

_ labor leaders on the Special 
Advisory Committee; which was 
created by the mayor to act as 3 
task force in conjunction with her， 
the _ City Planning Commission 
and the _Office of 了 conomic 
Devlopment. The committee will 
assist in formulating policies for a 
variety of SF business loan 
programs, Such as Urban Develop- 
ment Action Grants，Small Busi- 
ness Administration loans and 
Industrial Development 了 Bonds; 
estabjlishing zoning and land use 
for industrial development; and 

_providing guidance for economic 
development in non-residential 

areas, such as South of Market and 
the waterfront.

Yee,， 49, is a native of Cuang- 
dong who moved to SF 26 years 
ago after attending the National 
Taiwan University， He began his 
interest in the real estate business 
through the encouragement of 
real estate broker Dick Chin 

In 1968，Yee joined Hopkins 
Development，Inc, as a manager. 


Soon afterward，he ”became a 
broker and finally president of the 
company, which is now one of the 
biggest in the Chinatown area， 
Hopkins Development，Inc，first 
dealt in “both construction 
and real estate brokerage，bnut 
now is only operating in brokerage 
and management， 

“Money is getting tough (to 
acquire) because the interest rate 
is SO high 一 beyond reach;,” Yee 
explained.“Several years ago0，we 
decided to stop construction and 
concentrate on real estate sales 
and managing buildings.” 

“Growth is very limited,， Yee 
said of the city realty business. 
Property transactions have dec- 
reased, he said，and cited a 75 匈 
drop in business for his company 
in recent years. Although there is 
more pIoOperty for sale now than 
in any period in the last few years， 
not very many people can afford 
to buy, he said. 

Yee blames this predicament 
also on the city's rent control laws， 
“Limiting rent increases to 7% js 


not justifiable to property Owners 
br tenants,”he said 

“Say you buy an apartment 
buildqing for half a million dollars， 
and you charge， rent totaling 
$2000 for the month.， Under 
the _ current city ordinance，you 
cannot increase the rent until after 
the tenant has lived there for at 
least a year. What 证 the owner 
cant pay his (utility) bills，or his 
insurance goes UDP?” Yee asked， In 
the past，the best hedge against 
inflation was to invest in property， 
but novw 让 you put your money in 
the bank，you will earn more 
money than 这 ,you invested in 
property.” 

Another disadvantage Yee sees 
in rent control involves owners 
who have not increased their rents 
for a long time and are suddenly 
limited to 7%， And 5n the other 
end，there are those Property 
owners Who constantly increase 
the rent when a tenant moves out. . 

This type of rent control system 
“will create Problems for those 
looking for aftordable housing”as 
well as investors，Yee charged. In 
addition，:businesses tend not to 
relocate here if they cant find 
housing for employees， he 
claimed， Commercial property， 
however, is not under such a strict 


Haig Calls China Deterrent to 
Soviet-backed Vietnamese Forces

HONG KONGC US Secre- 
tary of State Alexander Haig，ip 
his ”professional instinct of a 
soldqier, expressed his assessment of 
the Peoples Republic ot China as 
an aijid to restraining the 200,000 
Vietnamese troops in Democratic 
和 ampuchea as they try to clean up 
the hmer Rouge forces of the for- 
mer Tegime， He told a recent 
gathering of the Political Action 
Conference in Washington of the 


” strategic importance of China in 


connection with the “Soviet- 
backed Vietnamese imperialism in 
Southeast Asia.” 

EULL WEICHT 

“Too frequently today in con- 
temporary terms we neglect to 
take full weight of the strategic 
importance of the American 
relationship with the ”People's 
Republic of ”China (PRC),” 
Ceneral Haig told his conservative 
audience: 

Some senior experts in the State 
Department share their _chief's 
stand and have been urging Presi- 
dent Reagan not to sell arms to 
Taiwan owing to the vigorous 
opposition of Beijjing and its threat 
of downgrading diplomatic rela- 
tions with the US government,， 
This threat is described by Haig as 
a“danger,” thus explaining his 
stand _ that Beijing has to be 
seriously taken. 

President “Reagan ”considers 
Taipei as an old friend and Beijing 
as a new one in his statement not 
to make friends at the expense of 
the old.” In his Washington 
address，Haig urged the audience 
not to misread that plea but to 
take it as a strong caution that “we 
must not look aside at the vital 
strategic role that the PRC can 
play in that region” (i.e，Viet- 
nam)， 

The leader of the Khmer Rouge 
is Khieu Samphan who has about 
20,000 guerrillas roaming in west 
Kampuchea near the Thai border. 
They are under the command of 
Pol Pot，well known for his mas- 
sacre of some two million Kam- 
pucheans when he wasthe head of 
the_ government in Phnompenh， 
the capital until he was driven 
,out some four years ago because of 
his bratality， He has since been 
succeeded by Khieu Samphan， 


The Vietnamese government 
has put in Heng Samrin as the 
head of the new Kampuchean 
government in Phnompenh after 
the collapse of the Khmer Rouge 
who were forced to move near to 
the Thai border to facilitate 
contact with the outside world. 下 
is still recognized as the de jure 
government by the United Nations 
and most countries in the West 
and Southeast Asia. 

Hanoi has been anxious to 
remove the Khmer Rouge thorn 
in its side but was，on the 
contrary，put on the defensive in 
guerrilla warfare in 1979and1980. 
Apparently the Soviet Union is 
eager to consolidate its hold in 
Kampuchea as a springboard for 
further expansion in Southeast 
Asia. Nicolai Lenin is reputed to 
have said that the road to world 
domination is through Asia,， 

Observers in China pointed out 
that the failure of Vietnam to have 
complete control of 和 am- 
puchea has been due to moral and 
military Support given by Beijing 
to _ the Khieau Samphan govern- 
ment (Khmer Rouge) and the 
threat by China of another lesson 
(invasion) to Vietnam. Secretary 
Haig shares this view as evidenced 
in his address at the 了 Political 
Action Conference， 

During the past three years 
there have been numerous border 
violations by ” Vietnamese and 
Khmer Rouge， guerrillas when 
they fought close to the frontier of 
Thailand，The Vietnamese were 
not _ successful at all in the 
mopping up campaigns，as both 
sides were driven out of Thailand 
byThai government troops, How- 
ever, the proximity of Communist 
forces and guerrillas at Thais 
doorstep has alarmed not only 
Thailand but other nearby coun- 
tries Such as Malaysia，Singapore， 
Indonesia and even the Philip- 
pines. 

SOVIET 

These.countries are even more 
concerned now. The Vietnamese 
forces are taking advantage of the 
current dry season to move their 
troops and new Soviet tanks into 
action against the Khmer Rouge 
guerrillas“who were knocked off 
balance” as scooped by the Voice 
of America in a broadcast 训 


English heard here on March 4 
This was the opening of the big 
Vietnamese offensive. 

The broadcast said_ that Viet- 
namese artillery and mortar fire 
knocked down the enemy and 
finally wiped out a Kbhmer Rouge 
regiment (of about 2,000 men) 
through ， pincer movements 
Obviously new and ”powerful 
Soviet weapons are moving UP 
and it may be assumed that Soviet 
technicians and staff officers are 


.on hand to help the Vietnamese， 


The 200,000 Vietnamese troops ， 
in Kampuchea outnumbered and 
outgunned the Khmer  Rouge 
guerrillas，. according to VOA 
quoting Western diplomats in 
Bangkok. Thus it seems that the 
attackers want to put the guer- 
rillas out of combat before Prince 
Norodom Sihanouk，former head 
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rent control, and Yee sees this as a 
complete imbalance which results 
in the stagnation of business and 
increased unemployment， 

“In order to be fair to-tenants 
and return the investments of the 
property owner,”Yee suggested， 
“Trent control should be based on 
the Consumer Price Index (nation- 
al inflation rate). If the inflation 
rate is 12 匈 ,， then rents should be 
allowedto beraised 12%… 

On economic development for 
Chinatown，Yee feels that the 
community should expand ipn 
order to improve, “Since we are 
limited in area，the only way to 
expand is vertically,”he said， 


“Tcannot classify most of the 
buildings here (in Chinatown) as a 
landmark ， either,” Yee said. 
“Ninety-five percent of the build- 
ings are old，but it is not the best 
use of the land to the benefit of the 
people.” 

Yee suggested that the city 
encourage building owners to 
rebuild by helping with financing 
while providing apartment com- 
plexes on the outskirts of China- 
town for qisplaced local residents. 
Decisions for developing China- 
town, however, should restupon a 
special committee made up of 
community leaders，not upon an 
individual or solely on the City 
Planning Commission, Yee noted. 

As far as his work on the Special 
Advisory Committee is concerned， 
Yee is reserving his optimism,“It is 
stil a new commission,” Yee 
stressed.“We hope to be able to 
report more over the next few 
months.” 口

She grew up in LA and 
developed、afmi interest 记 at 
through her mother， who en- 
couraged her childrenm to Paint 
and draw. Without much effort， 
Suyematsu found that she Was 
very good at expressing herself 
artistically and after graduating 
from high school，she spent two 
years at the Otis Art Institute of 
LA and then went on to study 
painting at UC Berkeley， 

FANTASY 

Although she began her artistic 
career in the medium of painting， 
she now- prefers to_ work in cera- 
mics because “clay has weight: Itis 
a very real thing，and that is 
satisfying to me.

Satirical Whodunit

The time is 1973，Vancouver 
Private eye Sam Shikaze,a rough- 
edged loner in _ the Humphrey 
Bogart mold, likes the fact that in 
his line of work“you don't have to 
smile for a _ living.” His tough 
exterior disguises the fact that he 
has weaknesses for lost causes and 
beautiful women. 

Shikaze is hired to find the 
Vancouver ”Cherry “Blossom 
Queen，who has been kidnapped， 
but the local police，and parti- 
cularly Shikazes long-time anta- 
gonist， police ， captain “Kenji 
Kodato，warn him of 入 the case, A 
mysterious warning note and a 
beautiful andq aggressive reporter， 
Nancy Wing appears. 

Tellow Feuer，the _ current PrIo- 
duction of the Asian American 
Theater Company is both a satire 
and a whodunit， Toronto-born 
palywright R. A. Shiomi in his 
first play shows he has been in- 
fluenced by ”movie _ detective 
heroes. He sprinkles his play with 
easily-recognizable references to 
the genre，but is more concerned 
with mocking the form than in 
Providqing a surprise ending to the 


Imystery. 
NARRATOR 

Like the Sam Spade detective in 
the Bogart-Huston adaptation of 
The Mealtese Faolcon，Pprivate eye 
Shikaze is both a narrator and the 
central character. Shikaze and the 
Teporter engage in verbal sparring 
that reveals their mutual attrac- 
tion 一 just like the Bogart- 
Bacall relationship in their films. 
When Shikaze gets a_ cut on his 
Dose, he wears a band-aid as a sign 
of his combat,， like Jack Nicholson 
in CjhimnatotOm ， 

The narrator-detective in his 
asides to the audience provides the 
necessary background information 
to deepen and broaden both his 


Spots and not as good a film as 


Vengeanmnce Minre，shares with 
过 a vision of people as helpless 
pawns in _ society， Imamura is 
clearly in the determinist tradi- 
tion，and, in the closing scenes of 
his latest 和 lm，more in sympathy 
with runaway anarchism than 
repelled by it.

sensitive to Shikaze's comments

The exchanges involving Cap- 
tain Kodota are both painful and 
too preachy. One problem is that 
John Nishio，who plays Kadota， 
seems So uncomfortable in the part 
that it is difficult to laugh at 
anything when he is on the stage， 
In one key exchange with Shikaze， 
Nishio turns away from the 
audience to such an extent that it's 
difficult to see his reactions， 
Kadota is the one character in the 
Play who is entirely humorless. 


Writer Shiomi wants'to convey the :; 


inner conflict of the so-called 
model minority”placed squarely 
between the white establishment 
and his community. The serious- 
ness of his plight undercuts both 
the whodunit and the satire， It's 
as 让 a method actor stumbled 
by mistake into a comedy and is 
having difficulty extricating 
himself.
